H. Grierson, commanding the Tenth cav- 
airy, along.and detailed report of the ex- 
pedition made by him in March and April 
last to Mescalero, the Indian agency in New 
Mexico, for the purpose of co operating 
with General Hatch in disarming the

GAINESVILLE, August 19.—Yesterday the

Wasmincros, August 20.—A Garfield and 
Arthar ratification meeting, presided over by 
Hon, A.M. Clapp, was held here to-night. Sec- 
retary Sherman sand that the magnificent 
audience before him was more telling than 
anything he could say would be. 
No portion of the people of the United 
States are more deeply interested in 
the election of the repablican presi- 
dent than are the people of Wash- 
ington. After referring to the growth, 
prosperity and vast im in this 
city, under republican rale, he said the 
sameelements of material prosperity that 
have marked the growth of Washington, 
bave extended from ocean to ocean. He 
wanted, he said, to bring out a strongly 
marked contrast between the republican 
and democratic parties. The republican 
party is a national party. It loves the 
whole country.

Upon the House of Lords. 
Lonpon, August 20.—The Times in a lend- 
ing editorial this morning says: ‘‘ Nothing 
that has happened in Ireland up to the 
present time justifies the assumption that 


ordivary law is inadequate to protect society 
ugainst a mere handtul of wicked and cow- 
ardiy persons and a large number of their 
foolish dupes.

Spirators in certain Irish towns. Most of 
them are well known to the police, who 
are not cured of their inveterate passion for 
dabbling in treason. It would, however, be 
& very poor compliment to the Irish con- 
stabulary if we were to question their ca- 
pacity of dealing with these paltry theatri- 
: calities. i is DO connection whatever 
between land agitation and the rumors 
of the Fenian projects. It is the deterwi- 
nation of the peasantry in many districts 
hot to pay the rent at all, which is a grave 
matter. Therecan be no doubt whatever 
that resistance of the tenants is being or- 
ganized by professional orators of the land 
league. The anti-reot agitation must be 
looked upon as a milder form of a bad disease, 
It must be met with patience, good temper 
aud good humor on the part of the govern- 
ment, but at the same time with unflinch- 
ing determination to protect and preserve

THE CHILIAN WAR, 


Preparations for the Siege of Lima. 

PanaMA, August 10—Three menths of 
the five which the new Chilian minister of 
war has allowed for recruiting of the force 
to march on Lima have already passed, and 


not more than 3,000 new recruits bave been 
sent by transport to the north as yet. The 
depot at San Lorenzo, opposite Callao, has 
not received the first contingent of the force 
which is to break the power of Peru and 
enforce submission of the country to the 
terms of the conquerors. In addition to 30,000 
men who are deemed necessary for the at- 
tack upon Lima, six thousand men are 
under orders, it is said, to operate in the 
northern department of ‘Peru for this pur- 
pose, in addition to placing a sufficient 
garrison in Moguelqa, Tacria, Arica and 
Autofogasta. An entire force of from 45,- 
000 to 50,000 men will be required—of 
these Chili has under” arms in the 
neighborhood of thirty thousand men. A de- 
cree has been issued calling out the national 
militia in all provinces north of Aranco and 
Chilian accounts say the ¢all is responded to 
with alacrity. Yet it is safe to say that five 
months more will be required for the com- 
mencement of the final struggle. Both par- 
ties seem to beconfident.

An Attractive Indastry. 

A correspondent of the State Line 
Press, who has recently had an opportu- 
nity to visit the peach orchards of Mr. 
John H. Parnell, has furnished that 
paper with some interesting details per- 
tainingto this most attractive industry. 
Mr. Parnell has been engaged ia the cul- 
ture of peaches eight or nine years, be- 
ginning without experience or training. 
The first difficulty to overcome, after 
raising what might be considered a 
profitable crop of fruit, was to succeedin 
getting the peaches to distant markets in 
good condition. It was necessary to give 
careful study to the different varieties 
and, by selection and improvement, pro- 
duce fruit that would beartransportation. 
This year, Mr. Parnell has succeeded in 
reaching the most distant markets, and 
his enterprise is a financial success. 

The correspondent who visited the or- 
chard was five hours in walking over it. 
It consists of two hundred and fifty acres 
containing eight thousand trees. Only a 
tenth of a crop was gathered this season, 
but this tenth amounted to five 
thousand boxes weighing twenty pounds, 
from which Mr. Parnell realized the sum 
of eight thousand dollars. An average 
crop from his orchard would yield, at the 
lowest estimate, fifty thousand boxes 
weighing in the aggregate one million 
five hundred thousand pounds, the gross 
returns from which would amount to 
$70,000—quite a.snug little fortune to be- 
gin with—and all this on an ordinary 
cotton farm. We give these figures not 
only because they are interesting, but 
because they have a moral in them for 
people who are beating and belaboring 
bed-ridden mules up and down the cot- 
' ton-patches of the country. To many of 
these we fear the mora] will not be ap- 
parent.
